no apologists." He then spent two hours apologizing for it. The 
previous administration, it appeared, had been almost incredibly 
bad. It had been "debt-incurring, deficit-creating, bond-issuing, 
surplus-scattering, factory-closing, industry-paralyzing, 
pros- 


peruv-desiroying, buci«iI-uj>i.cu\u.K, «u»u wiitfiv-iysni-prGGUCinfj. 


"We have not piled up this mountain of obligations," said 


Senator Watson, "and those gentlemen who are responsible for 
all this riotous orgy of extravagance and all this upsetting of in- 
dustry and unsettling of financial conditions now stand and jeer 
at us "because in fourteen months we have not overcome all the 
evil they had produced in eight years." 


He' did not mention the incidental fact that the previous ad- 


ministration had conducted a war, altho this might have thrown 
K>me light on its "mountain of obligations." 
He took for Mr. 


Harding what credit there may be in conducting a peace govern- 
ment more cheaply than a war government. 
Then, having ex- 


hibited the administration's financial achievements, he went on 
to say, quite truly, that the taxpayer need not expect much re- 
lief for a decade or longer. 


To show how unapologetic he felt. Senator Watson took 


up successively the three delicate issues of civil service, the 
bonus, and the* tariff. He said that he believed in civil sen-ice, 
but not for postmasters and not for men "opposed to the policy 
of the administration and who secretly connive to overthrow it." 
He predicted the passage of the bonus bill "without additional 
taxation," and declared that it would be paid for "by the use of 
honds of our debtor nations." As for the tariff, he said, it was 
Hot formulated to please free traders or importers. He didn't 
add, as he might have done, that it wasn't formulated to please 
consumers, either. 


He applauded Mr. Harding for calling the 
Washington 


conference and also for staying away from the Genoa confer- 
Kice. He sang his praises for restoring prosperity, and also for 
recognizing anew "the larger right of the individual to control 
and operate his own business affairs." He did not mention Sec- 
retary Daugherty's conduct of the Morse case, nor did he al- 
lode to the Wyoming oil leases, nor to the difference of opinion ' 
between President and congress over the bonus bill, nor to sev- 
aral other matters which might have spoiled the spirit of the 
day. 


Senator Beveridge, who also spoke, uttered the monu- 


mental truth that "the work to be done for the revival and per- 
Bianent health of American business, and therefore the general 
and enduring prosperity of the American people, involves the 
observance of familiar economic, social, and moral maxims 
eutablished by the whole course of human experience." 


Altogether, the occasion was a successful one, largely be- 


cause every one had the good taste to conceal the general knowl- 
edge of the administration's really serious weakness.
